sUMMARY 

Three have been added, the past year, to the 
number of our General Agents, making the 
number eight in all. Five ordained oss ge 
ries, and nine assistant missionaries, male and 
female, have died. ‘hirteen ordained mission- 
aries, three physicians, four printers, one teach- 
er, and twenty-six married and single females, 
forty-seven in all, have been sent into the field. 
The gum of $163,840 19 has heen received, | 
and $163,254 00 expended. ‘The receipts, 
however, though exceeding those of the pre-| 
ceding year by more than $10,954 09, are but 
little more than half'as large as were the aver- 
age receipts of the three principal foreign mis- 
sionary societies of Great Britain. ‘To our or- 
dinary receipts were added $45,635 11 placed 
at our disposal by the Bible, ‘Tract, and Sab- 
bath School Societies of our country. ‘The 
number of our missions is $2, embracing 78 sta- 
tions, or 12 more than were reported last year. 
One hundred and four ordained missionaries 
are connected with these missions, of whom 
seven are regularly educated physicians. ‘There 
are also nine physicians not ordained, eight 
printers and book-binders, 30 other male assis- 
tants, and 157 married and unmarried female 
assistants;—making a total of 308 missionaries 
and assistant missionaries sent from this country. 
‘There are also four native preachers, and 51 
other native assistants. The churches gather- 
ed among the heathen by the missions of the 
Board amount to 41, containing 2,047 members. 
In the schools there are 23,181 pupils, receiving 
in a greater or less degree a Christian educa- 
tion. Seven languages have been reduced to 
writing by the missionaries of the Board, and 
books prepared and printed in them at the ex- 
pense of the Board. The language of the 
Sandwich Islands, in particular, after being re- | 
duced to the most simple form of writing, has 
been enriched by the New ‘Testament and por- 
tions of the Old, and by books illustrating the 
elementary principles of the most useful sci- 
The germs of future colleges of sancti- 
fied learning have been planted in a number of 
the missions; and in Ceylon, a college in fact 
exists already, containing 130 pupils, more than 
three fourths of whom give hopetul evidence of 
piety. We have eight printing establishments, 
and to two of these type and stereotype foun- 
deries have been added the past year. Mea- 
sures have ulso been taken to secure to China 
the benefit of metalic printing as soon as possi- 
ble. These printing establishments possess the | 
means of printing in 19 different languages | 
spoken by people for whose special benefit our | 
missions are designed, and spoken too by more | 
than 450,000,000 of human beings. The pages} 
printed last year were about 6,000,000, and the 
amount of printing since the commencement of 
our operations, in 17 languages, is not far from 
94,000,000 of pages 

The missions of the Board greatly need that 
ns many as 50 ordained missionaries, and near-| 
ly as many lay-teachers, should be sent to them | 
daring the present autumn; and the Committee | 
would gladly send them all had they the suita-| 
ble men atcommand. They need also five or 
six first rate men, of apostolical spirit, to place | 
in the central regions of Asia—in Afghanistan 
and ‘Phibet—to report the intellectual and 
moral condition of those countries to the 
ehurches, and what can be done to pour the| 
gospel day upon the darkness of their long and | 
fismal night.

Rev. A. J. Parker, of Shipton, Canada, made 
a representation of the condition of Canada 
There were 100,000 Protestants, chiefly emi- 
grants from New England; there are searcely 
any ministers of our order, Some had engaged 
to go, but failed.

I come here to plead for the destitute there.—

RIGHT TRAINING OF THE MIND 


1. The habit of voluntary and protracted at- 
tention; a thing not innate---a thing to which 
the mind is averse, and to which it is led only 
by continued and reiterated action. Hence, in 
colleges, young men generally make insurrec- 
tion against those studies which demand the 
most concentrated and protracted action of 
mind. 

2. The acquisition of elementary principles, 
Every part of God’s system is under the gov- 
ernment of elementary principles, Without 
system, man will every where see truth in insu- 
lated fragments, and be in a wilderness without 
aclue to guide him in or out.---Elementary 
principles are the key of knowledge.—God in 
the creation locked up every thing into systems, 
but has left the key with us. And we must find 
the key-hole, and put in the key. 

3. Precision of thought. Without this, the 
mind is not exercised, and knowledge is not 
gained. Many, when called to give a definite 
account, can do nothing but hesitate and stam- 
mer, Why? Because their impressions are 
general anil undefined. 

Definitions are the pivots of knowledge. He 
who has got the definition, has got all; and he 
who has not got «a definition, has got nothing 
but an indefimite approximation to knowledg 
Without precision of thought, it is impossible to 
define. 

4. Condensation and concentration of thought. 
Conceptions tay be poured out clear and beau- 
tiful as a brook running through a meadow;

5. Balance of mind. There is a propensity 
to cultivate to excess, those faculties which are 
most prominent.

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EARLY LIFE OF WASHINGTON, 

‘Time would fail me to recount the horrors of 
the 9th of July, 1755. Washington, emaciated 
—reduced hy Tatigue and fever---had joined the 
army. He implored the ill-starred general to 
send forward the Virginia rangers to scour the 
lforest in advance. He besought him to concil- 
liate the Indians. His counsels were unheeded, 
the wretched commander moved forward to his 
fate. Washington was often heard to say in 
the course of his lifetime, that the most beautiful 
spectacle he had ever witnessed was that of the 
British troops on this eventful morning. rhe 
whole detachment was clad in uniform, and 
moved asin a review, in regular columns, to 
the sound of martial music. The sun gleamed 
upon their burnished arms, the placid Monon- 
gauhela flowed upon their right, and the deep 
native forest overshadowed them with solemn 
grandeur on their left. ft was a bright midsum- 
jmer’s day, and every bosom swelled with the 
lconfident expectation of v iclory. A tew hours 
pass, and the forest rings with the yell of the 
| savage enemy---the advance of the British army 
junder Colonel Gage, afterward the governor of 
| Massachusetts, is driven back on the main body; 
ithe whole force, panic-struck, confounded, and 
|disorganized, after a wild and murderous con- 
flict of three hours, falls a prey to the invisible 
foe. They ran before the French and Indians 
‘like sheep before the dogs.” Of 86 officers, 
61 were killed and wounded. The wretched 
general had four horses shot under bim, and 
lreceived at last his mortal wound, probably 
ifrom an outraged provincial in his own army. 
|The Virginia rangers were the only part of the 
j\foree that behaved with firmness---and the dis- 
jorderly retreat of the British veterans was ac- 
jtually covered by the American militia men.--- 
| Washington was the guardian angel of the day. 
| He was everywhere in the hottest of the fight. 
tut expected every moment,” said Dr, Craik, 
his friend, ‘to see him fall.” His voice was 
lthe only one which commanded obedience. 
Two horses were killed under him, and four 
jbullets passed through his garments. No com- 
mon fortune preserved his life, Fifteen years 
jafter the battle, Washington made a journey to 
lthe great Kanawha, accompanied by Dr. Craik. 
| While exploring a wilderness a band of Indians 
approached them, headed by a venerable chief.

KOSCIUSKO FUND. 

Our readers will remember that in the Herald 
of July 22d, allusion was made editorially to the 
fact that Gew. Kosciusko, when he left Ameri- 
ca, put into the hands of ‘Thomas Jefferson, E.x- 
President of the United States, a fund to be 
employed in liberating enslaved Africans, and 
giving them ‘an education that will make them 
better fathers, better mothers, better sons, and 
better daughters.” ‘I'his fund, Kosciusko pro- 
vided should not be used, until an equal amount 
was raised in the United States to be added to it. 

We have received from the Hon. Tueopore 
Frevincnvysen, of Newark, N. J., the follow- 
ing letter, which will exhibit the present state 
of that important fund [Zion’s Herald 

Newark, Sept. 1, 1835. 

Mr. Benj. Kingsbury, Jr.,— Dear Sir,—I duly 


received the Herald, and noted your remark on | 


the subject of the Kosciusko Fusxp. I was 
| glad at the occasion, as it afforded an opportu- 


nity of making an explanation, that I have, for 
some time, desired. 

Benjamin Lear, Esq. now deceased, and | 
lately of Washington City, was the trustee of!

Fdueation Society in this State. He intended | 
to apply the whole fund to our Society, Itthen 
consisted (seven or eight years ago) of bank 
and other stocks to the amount of $16,000.

partof it, but advised us to wait until then, when | 
he would promptly advance the whole amoum. 

This intelligence greatly disappointed and de 
pressed us. We had mainly relied on this fund. 
The Board ef ‘Trustees concluded to pause. 
Some funds had been collected, part of which ! 
we applied to the education of two or three} 
worthy colored men of promise, ] 

Various untoward circumstances have delay- 
ed the suit;s—Mr. Lear’s death with the cholera 
in 1832, Mr. Wirv’s decease afterwards—aid 
other causes. Col. Bomford, of Washingten, 
is at present the trustee, as Executor of Nr. 
Lear. On reading your note, | addressed bm 
a letter;—the following extract from his reply, 
will give the latest information of the cwe.
